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Over  3.6  million  different  persons  did 
some  farm  wage  work  during  1962.  This  is 
slightly  greater  than  the  1961  total  of  3.5 
million,  and  about  the  same  as  that  for 
most  other  years  since  the  Korean  War 
(table  1).  The  1962  estimate  of  the  farm 
wage  force  is  the  latest  in  a  series  that 
has  been  published  for  most  years  since 
1945.  It  is  based  on  data  collected  for 
the  Economic  Research  Service  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  as  a  part  of  the 
December  1962  Current  Population  Sur- 
vey (CPS).  Included  are  the  latest  infor- 
mation on  duration  of  employment,  annual 
earnings,  and  composition  of  the  hired 
farm  working  force  in  the  United  States. 
The  1962  survey  also  obtained  special 
information  on  household  characteristics 
and  family  income.  These  data,  as  well 
as  a  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  data 
contained  herein,  will  be  published  in' 
"The  Hired  Farm  Working  Force  of  1962," 
now  in  preparation. 

As  in  recent  years,  about  one  worker 
in  eight  reported  250  days  or  more  of 
farm  wage  work.  There  was  a  small 
increase  in  the  number  of  workers  em- 
ployed 25  days  or  more  and  little  change 
in  those  doing  less  than  25  days  of  farm 
wage  work. 

The  number  of  migratory  workers 
declined  slightly  for  the  third  straight 
year  and  in  1962  numbered  380,000,  or 
10  percent  of  all  farm  wage  workers. 
There  was  no  significant  change  in  the 
sex  or  age  composition  of  the  hired  farm 
working  force  (tables  2  and  3). 


Earnings 

Farm  wage  workers  reported  average 
cash  earnings  of  $896  in  1962  from  both 
farm  and  nonfarm  wages  (table  4),  up 
from  $788  in  1961.  However,  many  of 
these  workers  are  housewives  or  students 
with  only  a  casual  attachment  to  the  farm 
labor  force.  If  these  and  other  casual 
workers  (those  who  did  less  than  25  days 
of  farm  wage  work)  are  excluded,  the 
average  annual  cash  wage  from  farm  and 
nonfarm  work  was  $1,164  in  1962  (table  5), 
compared  with  $1,054  in  1961. 

Average  daily  earnings  (again,  ex- 
cluding the  "casual"  workers)  at  farm 
work  also  showed  an  increase  to  $6.80 
per  day  worked,  up  from  $6.55  a  year 
ago.  Among  noncasual  workers,  migrants 
reported  average  daily  wages  of  $7.50 
from  farm  work,  nonmigrants  $6.70  (table 
6).  However,  migrants  were  employed  for 
only  116  days,  on  the  average,  while  non- 
migrants  were  employed  for  137  days 
at  farm  work,  so  that  annual  earnings 
from  farm  work  for  nonmigrants  exceeded 
that  for  migratory  workers  by  about  5 
percent. 

Men  whose  chief  activity  was  farm 
wage  work  and  who  were  heads  of  house- 
holds earned  average  yearly  cash  wages 
of  $2,115,  nearly  all  of  it  from  farm 
wage  work  (table  7).

the  labor  force  only  temporarily.  In  1962, 
one-half  of  all  workers  and  over  one- 
third  of  the  noncasuals  (those  who  did 
25  days  or  more  of  farm  wage  work 
during  the  year)  remained  outside  the 
labor  force  during  most  of  the  year. 
For  example,  the  chief  activity  of  almost 
a  million  persons  who  did  farm  wage 
work  was  "going  to  school"  (table  3). 
This  trend  has  been  in  progress  since 
the   end  of  World  War  II  (fig.  1);  in  1962, 


housewives,  students,  and  others  not  in 
the  labor  force  made  up  37  percent  of 
all  noncasual  workers.  Figure  1  shows 
that  over  the  past  decade  and  a  half, 
worker's  whose  chief  activity  was  farm 
wage  work  dropped  from  about  55  per- 
cent to  only  38  percent  of  all  workers 
reporting  25  days  or  more  of  farm  em- 
ployment. This  points  up  the  continuing 
trend  toward  greater  reliance  on  short- 
term  seasonal  workers. 


COMPARABILITY  OF  DATA 


The  data  in  this  report  relate  to 
persons  14  years  of  age  and  over  in 
the  civilian  noninstitutional  population  at 
the  time  of  the  survey.  Excluded  from 
the  survey  are  persons  under  14  years 
of  age  who  did  farm  wage  work,  and 
foreign  nationals  imported  temporarily 
into  this  country  to  do  farm  wage  work 
and  who  had  returned  to  their  homes 
before  the  survey  was  made.  Although 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  sample 
design  of  the  Current  Population  Surveys 
over  the  years,  the  data  are  sufficiently 
comparable  to  supply  a  continuous  series 
since  1945. 


As  in  all  sample  surveys,  the  esti- 
mates are  subject  to  sampling  variability. 
Small  figures  and  minor  differences  be- 
tween estimates  or  in  year-to-year  chang- 
es must  be  interpreted  with  this  in  mind. 
The  results  are  also  subject  to  errors 
of  response  and  reporting. 


The  data  for  1962  are  from  pre- 
liminary tabulations  and  are  subject  to 
correction  when  final  tabulations  are  com- 
plete. This  does  not  apply  to  the  data 
for  earlier  years.
